Itallan City Violently Snaked Up 
Damage Reported. 
Rome, Nov. 2.—A severe 
and pro­ 
longed earthquake was 
felt here at, 
4:38 yesterday. 
Many houses swayed 
badly, walls were cracked, pictures and 
other articles fell from the walls and 
other places, people ran panic-stricken 
into the streets and a serious disaster 
was for a tim e apprehended. Happily 
the first shock seems to have ended the 
subterraneous 
disturbance 
and 
the 
frightened inhabitants returned to their 
homes. So far as is known, no serious 
damage was done. An inspection of the 
public buildings will be 
made to de­ 
term ine the extent of the injuries if any 
th at have been sustained. The vatican 
buildings were severely shaken but the 
pope was perfectly tranquil through­ 
out the disturbance. 
The series of shocks lasted about 
eleven seconds. Two clocks in the ob­ 
servatory were stopped, and the old 
tower of the Rom an College 
was 
cracked. 
E arthquake shocks were also felt at 
Rocca di Papa, but, although the peo­ 
ple were throw n into a panic, no serious 
damage was done. 
London, Nov. 2.—Special dispatches 
received here from Rome say th at two 
houses collapsed as a result of the 
earthquake shock yesterday, and it 
is reported th a t several persons were 
injured. 
In adition four palaces and 
the Bank of Italy are said to have been 
rendered uninhabitable, and the P a­ 
lazzo Odescalchi and five other palaces 
are said to be seriously injured. 
The 
vatican buildings, tho. quirinal, 
the 
m ain rail road station and the m inistry 
of finance are also reported to have sus­ 
tained some damage.

one of the school buildings at Marso­ 
van.

The Recovery of Cotton Is Rapid and 
Exchange 
Advances—Uncertainty 
As to Business Likely ta Continue 
For Some Little Time—The Fail­ 
ures of the Past Week. 


New York, Nov. 2.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s W eekly Trade Review says: 
“The rapid recovery in cotton and 
the rise in sterling exchange to the 
point at which the last exports of gold 
were made have not increased confi­ 
dence. 
There is a little better demand 
for most m anufactured products, and 
retail distribution is fairly encouraging, 
and the closing of many works is less 
significant at this season than it m ight 
be at others. 
It is a tim e of waiting, 
and uncertainty may naturally continue 
for some weeks. 
“Cotton speculation turns for the mo­ 
m ent on the disposition of holders to 
keep their cotton, which may compel 
higher prices, some say, however large 
the ultim ate supply may be. 
Receipts 
are a t present very small, compared 
with last year, and it is stated that 
banks here have more money lent on 
cotton, to enable holders to keep it 
w ithout m arketing, than ever before. 
Exports and takings of spinners are 
very small, and stocks abroad and here 
so large th at consumers may be better 
able to wait than borrowers from banks. 
“W heat has declined 1% cents and 
corn 2Vz cents, in spite of many adverse 
reports about w inter wheat. The pres­ 
ent large shipm ents from other coun­ 
tries, the small A tlantic exports (in five 
weeks only 7,302,591 bushels, flour in­ 
cluded, against 11,724,302 last year, and 
W estern receipts for five weeks 37,705,- 
458 bushels, against 23,600,973 bushels 
last year) affect opinion more directly 
than ideas about next year’s yield. Very 
large estim ates of the corn crop have 
depressed prices, although exports have 
been, in five weeks, 12,212,821 bush­ 
els, against 4,823,648 last year, a fact 
which has its weight in the wheat m ar­ 
ket also. 
Pork and lard are not much 
changed, though hog receipts and pack­ 
ing are heavy. 
The heavy w heat and 
corn movement helps railroads, but the 
earnings thus far reported for October 
are 5.3 per cent larger than last year, 
the third week showing less gain than 
the others, and 5.4 per cent sm aller than 
in 1892. 
“The larger demand for m anufactur­ 
ed products has held the prices of cot­ 
ton goods and even 
advanced some 
prints, in spite of last week’s decline in 
cotton. 
The m ills are said to be car­ 
rying only moderate stocks. 
More ac­ 
tivity is also seen in iron and steel 
products. Contracts for lake ore hang 
fire because wheat pays $2.25 for the 
room on which ore would pay $1.10 
from the head of the lakes. 
“The nail combination reduced its 
November output to a third its usual 
quantity, and the rail output this year 
has been only about half the quantity 
required 
for renewals alone, which 
shows the enormous increase in the use 
of steel for building and other pur­ 
poses. Minor m etals are a shade weak­ 
er and American tin-plate m akers are 
talking a good deal of better business 
by selling at IO cents below prices for 
foreign plate.” 


Revolt Is Quickly Crushed. 
K ingston, Jam aica, Nov. 2.—An a t­ 
tem pt to organize a revolt against the 
governm ent was made a fortnight ago, 
near the Dominican town of Banica, 
on th e eastern frontier. 
Prom pt and 
severe m easures were taken by the gov­ 
ernm ent and the revolt was quickly 
crushed. Numerous arrests have been 
made and 
m any persons 
have been 
court-m artialed and shot. 
Order has 
been restored. 


The Counsel For the Defenca Claims 
the Commonwealth H as N ot Made 
Out a Case A gainst the Defendant 
and the Proposition W a s Argued 
Today. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 2.—To-night 
the world will probably know w hether 
or not Holmes will hang. The decision 
of Judge Arnold th a t no testim ony 
would be adm itted other than th a t bear­ 
ing directly on the m urder of Benjam in 
F. Pitzel had th e effect of keeping out a 
group of grewsome exhibits and silenc­ 
ing about th irty w itnesses brought here 
from Canada, New England, and the 
W est and supported for six days at the 
com monwealth’s expense. I t prevented 
the offering in evidence of the moldered 
bones of the boy, Howard Pitzel; the 
stove in which he was burned; the 
clothes the little fellow wore when he 
had a body to put inside them and the 
toys he played w ith, and the trunk 
which sm othered out th e lives of the 
girls, Alice and Nellie. D istrict A ttor­ 
ney Graham fought as hard as he knew 
how to get this evidence in, b u t the law 
was against him. 
“T hat is our case,” had scarcely fallen 
from the lips of the com m onwealth’s 
prosecutor before counsel for the de­ 
fense had calm ly arisen and made w hat 
many persons characterized as a “ bold 
bluff.” They confidently told the court 
th a t the com monwealth had not made 
out its case, and asked Judge Arnold to 
tell the jury so and wind up the trial 
then and there. 
Judge Arnold ex­ 
pressed no opinion other than th a t the 
case would have to proceed. 
Then counsel made the astonishing 
statem ent th a t they w anted tim e to find 
out w hat the defense was going to be, 
because they had been so busy listening 
to the evidence against them they had 
not had a chance to prepare an answ er 
to IL The court finally suspended busi­ 
ness and gave the attorneys an hour's 
talk w ith Holmes. 
T his over, they 
came bask to court and declared they 
/ould call no witnesses, b u t subm it the 
case on argum ent alone. This will be­ 
gin this m orning, and the lawyers say 
it will end before the day is over. Tcs- 
terday’s evidence was not of much im ­ 
portance. 
Court 
adjourned

o’clock th is m orning. 
New York, Nov. 2.—T he Journal pub­ 
lishes a telegram from H. H. Holmes, 
in which he says: “Being asked for my 
honest conviction as to the verdict to 
be brought In by the Jury, I answer 
that, owing to the short tim e allowed 
us for preparation of our case, and our 
inability to get our witnesses here in 
tim e for trial, I expect to be convicted 
upon the stupendous am ount of cir­ 
cum stantial evidence th at has already 
been placed before the jury, much of 
which has been most wisely excluded 
by Judge Arnold as legal evidence in 
the case, but, unfortunately, not until 
it had come to the ju ry ’s knowledge.”

L ittle Rock, Ark., Nov. 2.—There is 
now a probability th a t the big fight 
will come off in private.

This 
much was decided late yesterday after 
the trials of Corbett and Fitzsim m ons 
had been adjourned. The two men m et 
in the Capitol hotel in the evening, but 
no serious consequences followed. F itz­ 
simmons was seated in the dining-room 
when Corbett entered. 
To get by the 
A ustralian Corbett had to walk w ithin 
a couple of feet of him. As he neared 
him Corbett poked his finger a t F itz­ 
simmons in a derisive and insulting 
manner, at the same tim e 
m uttering 
some unintelligible sound. Every one 
expected to see a fight, 
but Fitzsim ­ 
mons was not game. He hastily looked 
up, flushed, and Corbett 
walked on.

ENGLAND M UST FIGHT. 


Copt. Bassett Not Dying:* 
W ashington, Nov. 2.—The report that 
Capt. Isaac Bassett, the veteran door­ 
keeper of the senate, was dying, is not 
confirmed. He is suffering from stom ­ 
ach trouble but his physician states he 
is not dangerously ill. Capt. B assett is 
seventy-six years of age, however, and 
quite feeble and the physician does not 
think he will be able to perform his 
duties much longer. 


Russia’s Increasing: Prestige in the East 
Will Force a War. 
W ashington, Nov. 2.—It is the opin­ 
ion among diplom atists here that E n­ 
gland m ust fight or lose her foothold 
in the east, and th at ever since the 
close of the Japanese w ar she has been 
seeking a pretext for descending upon 
China to counteract the success of Rus­ 
sia and restore her own prestige. It is 
believed to be the intention of G reat 
Britain, sooner or later, to occupy N an­ 
king, just as she seized and held Hong 
Kong forty years ago. N anking is the 
greatest city in the interior of China, 
and commands the commerce of the 
Yang ’Tze, which is the greatest river 
and furnishes transportation for the 
most productive and prosperous portion 
of the empire. And as soon as Russia 
takes possession of M anchuria, the 
northern province, and starts her rail­ 
road down the Liao-Tung peninsula, 
John Bull will find an excuse to occu­ 
py N anking and organize a provision­ 
al governm ent of his own there, sup­ 
ported by a British fleet. 
It m atter! 
not w hat the pretext may be. England 
will demand exactions which the Chi­ 
nese governm ent cannot comply with, 
and nothing but the combined powers 
of Europe can compel her to loosen her 
foothold when it is once obtained.

Government Expenditures for October 
I Exceed the Receipts. 
W ashington, Nov. 2.—The com para­ 
tive statem ent of the governm ent re­ 
ceipts and expenditures issued yester­ 
day shows the receipts during October 
to have been as follows: Customs, $13,- 
773,055; internal revenue, $13,216,583; 
miscellaneous, $912,109: total. $27,901,- 
748. 
The expenditures aggregate $34,- 
503,545, which leaves the deficit for the 
month $6,601,677. 
The feature of the statem ent is the 
gain in the internal revenue receipts 
over those of the same month last year. 
The receipts from internal revenue 
sources during October, 1894, were $6,- 
593,538, which shows a gain for the 
month ju st closed of $6,723,145, or over 
IOO per c e n t The gain in custom s re­ 
ceipts was $1,810,937. The pension pay­ 
m ent last m onth am ounted to $11,890,- 
470, an increase over the same m onth in 
1894 of $837,000.

W ashington, Nov. 2.—“ W hether the 
newspapers are technically correct in 
stating th a t a treaty has been consum 
m ated between Russia and China for 
the occupancy of the harbor a t Port Ar­ 
th u r by the Russian fleet and the ex 
tension of the Siberian railroad through 
M anchuria, I am confident th at such a r­ 
rangem ent is am ong the probabilities 
of the near future, and when it is made 
the governm ent of the United States 
should do nothing to prevent its con­ 
sum m ation,” 
said 
Senator 
Morgan, 
chairm an of the senate com m ittee on 
foreign relations.” Our interests in this 
instance, as in most others, are an­ 
tagonistic to those of England. 
T hat 
country is m erely seeking, in antag­ 
onizing Russia in this m atter, to hold 
the trade advantages she now enjoys in 
the orient, and, being her rival in the 
commerce of th at section of the world, 
there is every reason why we should 
not pull her chestnuts out of th e fire. 
“The proposed railroad would open

Furtherm ore, the Siberian people are 
entitled, on the grounds of hum anity, 
to an outlet to the sea. 
Siberia is an 
isolated country a t best, and I, for one, 
should oppose any effort on the part of 
the United States to prevent the peo­ 
ple of th a t country from securing this 
one ray of light.”

We have great manufacturing indus­ 
tries cspable of more than providing for 
borne consumption. There are Beme 
commodities that we must buy abroad 


a s tea, coffee and sugar, and it is de­ 
sirable to pay for these as far as pos­ 
sible, with our breadstuffs, provisions 
sud manufactures. That is what is con­ 
templated by reciprocity. The repub­ 
lican party by putting sugar on the 
free list in the tariff act of 1890, gave
